London, April 5. — The House of Com- 
mons was crowded to-dny with people 
uiixious to hear the statement of Arthur 
.). Balfour, the acting secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, on the subject of the 
situation in the Far Fast. Mr. Balfour, 
who was loudly cheered on rising, en- 
umerated the concessions obtained by 
Great Britain, namely that the region 
of Cluing Tse Hiang should not be alien- 
ated by any foreign power, that the sue- 
■ssor of Sir Hubert Hart, its director 
1 the Chinese imperial maritime cus- 
toms, is to be 1111 Englishman, and that 
■ss to the inland waters is to be bad 
ships of nil nations. A fourth cou- 
pon, Mr. Balfour continued, only oc- 
■ uii-ed 11 day or two ago, namely the 
opening of three new treaty ports, Full- 
ing, Ycchau and Chingwang. This, ac- 
cording to Mr. Balfour, was a consider- 
able harvest for two months' negotia- 
tions, 

Relative to the German acquisition of 
railroads Mr. Balfour said that where- 
ver they wore constructed they must be 
1 benefit to British commerce. He pre- 
ferred railroads and differential duties 
no railroads and no duties. Later Mr, 
Balfour said he believed neither Ger- 
many nor Kussiii had uny intention of 
depriving Client Britain of any of her 
rights in China. Germany, he further 
informed the bouse, bud given the as- 
surances that the country acquired by 
her would be open to the commerce ol 
the- whole world. The interests of Ger- 
many and Great Britain in China were 
identical and he believed the two coup- 
es would be able to work bund 111 
...nd. Russia, Mr. Balfour then snid, 
had also given assurances, but be was 
bound to admit that the form of these 
assurances hud changed. Still assur- 
ances bud been given that 110 British 
treaty rights bad been abrogated by the 
rerent acquisitions. 

'Pouching upon Weihaiwei, Mr. Bal- 
four said that Russia having secured 
Port Arthur, on the maritime approach 
to Pekin, Great Britain bad secured 
Weihaiwei to balance matters. The 
speaker explained thai bad Russia con- 
lined herself to obtaining an ice free 
commercial l>ort as a terminus for her 
railroad no complaint would have been 
made. But unfortunately Russia de- 
termined to obtain control of Port Ar- 
thur, which will not be and could not be 
made a commercial port. So soon as 
Great Britain beard of these negotia- 
tions she laid her views clearly before 
Russia and expressed her sense of the 
evil tbaL was being brought upon China. 
Continuing. Mr. Balfour said: "Y\ e of- 
fered, if they would abstain from taking 
Tort Arthur", to give a corresponding un- 
dertaking to take no port on the Gall Ol 
Pcehili, but our offer was not accepted, 
so mi March 1!'.) we informed Russia Unit 
we should bold ourselves free to take 
the necessary steps to safeguard our 
interests; and Croat Britain has since 
obtained n leas.' of Weihaiwei on the 
same terms as those by which Russia 
secured Port Arthur. Weihaiwei is the 
only port oil the Gulf -if Pechlli which 
might balance the possession of Port 
Arthur. While Port Arthur is strong- 
er tlio accommodation at Weihaiwei is 
inestimably greater. The faking of Wei- 
haiwei under our protection prevents the 
Gulf of Pechili from falling under the 
maritime control o£ any other power, 
and thus we defend our interests. J he 
negotiations have borne rich fruit in the 
interest of our commerce and in the 
maintenance of our prestige at Pekin. 

Relative to the security of the future, 
Mr. Balfour said: "It is not to be de- 
nied that the indications were that 
China might collapse and on further de- 
cay the fragments might be snapped up 
by the various powers. Rut it, would be 
n' mistake to allow Great Britain's policy 
to be governed by such contingencies. 
We desire to maintain the integrity of 
hina so far as possible, but it must be 
.(ollccted thai the future will probably 
uvo strange surprises in store,' 
In conclusion, Mr. Balfour said: "The 
balance of power in the Fur Last may- 
be very different when the disintegration 
(>■' China has commenced. The day may 

c when the great powers will say 

that (-'hina shall not fall into the hands 
of any one power, and to embark upon u 



now diflleult and costly enterprise to 
ward off a remote doubtful danger would 
be a political folly. Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment asks the country to endorse this 
policy with more confidence because we 
know that Great Britain has the sym- 
pathy of the great commercial commun- 
ity throughout the world. (Cheers,) 

"1 believe the time may come when the 
gloat commercial powers will join in an 
alliance to prevent China falling a prey- 
to any exclusive influence, and I am 
convinced that Great Britain by continu- 
ing her present unselfish policy of open- 
ing to all what she has for herself will 
build up in Europe and not the lest 
in America a body of public international 
opinion, which would be more powerful 
tlmny any hasty action Great Britain 
might take at the present moment." 

Sir Win. Vernon Harcourt, the Lib- 
eral leader in the house, replied to Mr. 
Balfour. He spoke satirically of th" 
policy of the "open door" and asked the 
reason for the change of policy. He said 
tbe treaty of Tientsin gave British ships 
the right to use any purl in China, anil 
be expressed the desire to know whether 
that rights was to be infringed. Continu- 
ing, the Liberal leader asked for an ex- 
planation of the remarkable change of 
policy upon the part of the government 
"in taking a lease of Weihaiwei and set- 
ting up a rival port, with rival interests." 
He added that a military occupation of 
part of China might be necessary, but 
it could not be expedient and it was im- 
possiblu to believe that the occupation 
can be confined to the present modest 
limits.

London, April 5.— The Pekin corre- 
spondent of the Times says: "The in- 
dications arc that France will demand a 
coaling station at the mouth of the Mill 
river, near Foochoo, where 1' rench en- 
gineers control the arsenal and dock. 
The delay in the concession of the 
French demands is attributed to Lng- 
lisb opposition and tin? lack of Russian 
support." 

London, April 4.— The miners in six- 
South Wales collieries have gone on a 
strike, which threatens to be serious. 
Russia is the first sufferer, the steamer 
Labium being held at Cardiff waiting for 
0,000 tons of coal for the Russian war- 
ships at Port Arthur.

We have an enor- 
mous stock of gold in the country, al- 
most. ¥730,000,000. <>f this amount, the 
United Suites treasury holds $17o,00P,- 
000 net, and tin; tendency is towards ; au 
increase at the rate of $200,000 a day. 
About ten per cent, of the customs re- 
ceipts is being paid in gold. , 

••Since the disaster to the Maine m 
Havana harbor the batiks throughout 
the whole country have quietly pursued 
n policy which without disturbing the 
business of the country has made them 
financially strong. There would, liow-

TALK IN THE SENATE. 
Washington. April 5.— "The United 
States ought to immediately declare war 
inst Spain and maintain that war un- 
til the people are free from Spain's star- 
vn Hon and cruelty and the government 
of the island firmly established as an in- 
dependent republic." This utterance by 
Senator Chandler, of New Hampshire, 
as ii carefully prepared statement of his 
position on the Cuban crisis; was the 
climax of an extended discussion on the 
subject participated in by several mem- 
bers of the senate this afternoon. 
Speeches hud been delivered by Mr. Tur- 
ner (Washington), Mr. Harris (Kansas> 
and Air. Kenny (.Delaware), all of whom 
took strong grounds for vigorous and in- 
stant action by tbe United States; in- 
deed Mr. Turner took substantially the 
same position .lis Mr. Chandler, basing 
his demand "for action upon the Maine 
catastrophe. Profound attention was 
attracted by a speech delivered by Mr- 
Tnrple (Indiana), one of the foreign re- 
lations committee. Scathingly he re- 
viewed the Spanish conduct of Cuban af- 
fairs and declared in the strongest terms 
for Intervention. That would mean some- 
thing. That would drive Spain from 
control of every foot of territory in tin- 
western hemisphere. 

At the conclusion of the speeches oir 
the Cuban question the senate resumed 
consideration of the sundry civil service 
bill. ■ 

THE PAPAL MEDIATION. 
London, April 5.— The Rome corre-

Ottawa, April 5.— When Mr. Fielding 
ro^e to deliver his budget speech to-duy 
be faced the slimmest house and smallest 
audience in the galleries seen here for 
years. He estimated for the present 
fiscal year a surplus of half a million. 
For next year lie figured upon a revenue 
of $40,500,000; tin; estimates down cov- 
er $30,124,000 expenditure; he did not 
say what the supplementaries would be. 
.Referring to the growth of expenditure 
he claimed Hint when the Conservatives 
left olllce the expenditure was below the 
figure at which it is possible to conduct 
Hie affairs of the country. Mr. Fielding 
announced a further reduction m the 
rate of interest on the government sav- 
ings bank deposits to 2>/j per cent, lie 
declared that this reduction must have 
the effect of lowering the rate of inter- 
est at which banks lend money, ami is 
therefore a concession to the manufac- 
turers, who conduct their business large 
lv on borrowed capital. The tariff' redue 
t'iuns of last session had, in Ins Judg- 
ment, brought about substantial tarifl 
reform, lie claimed that the action of 
the government as to preferential trade 
had been vindicated by Hie abrogation 
of Hie German and Belgian treaties. 
While he did not think the British peo- 
ple would ever consent to tax their 
breadstuff* for the benefit of the colonies 
us a matter of barter, lie believed that 
some day a wave of imperial sentiment 
would accomplish the object. 1 lie pol- 
icy of Hie present government had made 
Hint possible. It is proposed to repeal 
the present preferential schedule from 
August 1st, and substitute a new sche- 
dule which will provide that the prefer- 
ential tariff shall apply to Great Britain 
and to any British colony whose tariff 
is favorable to Canada. It would also 
be provided that manufactured articles 
to be entered under the preferential sche- 
dule must be bona fide the manufacture 
of a country entitled to preference. 

Regarding Hie customs tariff it was 
thought that change would be undesir- 
able. They had received many represen- 
tations which they would have been in- 
duced to grant if a general revision were 
faking place. But this was not intended 
this yea.r. In fact only one change in 
the rates of duty was intended. It is 
also proposed to enact that the tobacco 
duty shall be collected by excise and not 
bv 'customs, and with reference to the 
standard of weight. He did not regard 
Hie present tariff as a finality, and warn- 
ed the manufacturers that they need ex- 
pect no rest until all high duties are 

" lii" view oT the condition of the West 
Indies it was intended to apply the pre- 
ferential schedule to all the British In- 
dies, although they are not entitled to 
the concession of a special basis. 

At present the duty on raw sugar is a 
fiat specific duty of half a cent per 
pound. This operates against the low 
grade sugars produced mainly by West 
Indies. It is therefore proposed to ad- 
opt the polariscope test so as to graduate 
imports.

"What war developments are there 1 
tweea Spain and the United States'.'" 
This was the question most eagerly 
asked by tin; arrivals from the Orient 
on the R.M.S. Empress of .Japan last 
evening. Nearly every one on board 
seemed to be very much concerned in 
this question and many were surprised 
to learn that hostilities had not yet be- 
gun. The ship brought about 70 saloon 
passengers, six intermediate and (ilS 
steerage. Of the Asiatics 134 Chinese 
are for Victoria anil will be sent into 
the city from quarantine this morning. 
There were 0!) Japanese on board, sev- 
eral of whom are destined for this city. 
A party of eight jugglers bound for At- 
lanta, Oa., are among those who will 
proceed to Vancouver on the steamer 
when it leaves quarantine at (i o'clock 
this morning. 

The Japan reports having experienced 
a rough but uneventful trip across the 
Fnciflc, the only sails sighted en route 
being one off the straits and another ap- 
parently that of a Klondike vessel bound 
North a few days out from this port. 
There were many distinguished passen- 
gers in the Empress' saloon company on 
this trip, the one of probably most notor- 
itey on board being Mr. Mellon Prior, 
who for thirty years has been special 
war correspondent for the Illustrated 
Loudon News, and who is now on his 
way home after spending eight months 
ou duty in the Far East. He expects to 
reach the great metropolis the day pre- 
vious to the celebration of his silver wed- 
ding. He is to be banquet ted on his re- 
turn and will be otherwise feted by his 
paper. Mr. Prior is known all over the 
world for the excellent services he has 
rendered his paper. He has been in 
twenty-three campaigns in different parts 
of the globe, and now comes from the 
scene of hostilities in the northern part 
of India. He had no desire to meet any 
newspaper representatives on his arri- 
val here and endeavored to avoid them, 
but when seen willingly spoke of bis 
travels in general. After leaving India 
lie was asked by his newspaper In visit 
Kovvchow and other parts of China, but 
says he found here nothing to engage his 
attention for long. As to India, however, 
he speaks of many exciting experiences, 
There be has witnessed the wildest uu.l 
queerest kind of warfare that lias ever 
come under his observation. These 
troubles, Mr. Prior confidently believes, 
cannot last, longer than this coming 
spring, because the native crops luiv 
been spoiled and they have been drive: 
from their cities and villages into th 
rocky fastnesses of the mountains. Th 
accomplishment of the work, howevei 
is costing the British much; they nre los 
ing a great many men from fever and 
Hie cold weather. They cannot, meet tin 
native savages fare to face, and the 
biggest guns they can curry are thost 
which are mounted on mules' backs, 
The principal lighting that has been 
done has taken place at an elevation of 
7,000 feet, and Hit? severest battles win 
ed have been at Diirgai, Maiden an 
Bugh. Each of these conflicts, Mr. Prit 
has been at. He has seen whole fit it 
set tire to and burned by the British 
forces.

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THE STIKINB-TESLIN ROAD. 

To the Editor: — The dffb'hte In 1 he par- 
liament of Canada on the bill to ratify 
the Mann-McKenzie contract lms been 
most interesting. It in generally con- 
ceded that it necessity exists for open- 
ing ii means ot transportation by the 
Stikiue-Teslin route, and the Bubse- 
auent extension of that road to the scu- 
irotird of British Columbia. The point of 
difference being almost entirely as to th 
method of procuring and paying for tli 
work. I have expressed the opinion that 
It is essential that the public should 
have entire control over the highw 
between such iininen.se waterways,. and I 
feel assured thai even a fifteen-foot road 
built by the government and open to pub- 
lic use would bo more beneficial to the 
country at large than the throe and a 
half foot tram line owned by McKenzic 
& .Mann, thai the Dominion government 
proposed to secure by giving away tin 
placer and quartz mines in that region, 
granting :i monopoly of transportation, 
and depriving the legislative assembly 
ot its right to charter railways in tin 
provincial territory. 

1 am surprised at the difficulties which 
are conjured up with regard to openin. 
the Stikine-Teslin route. The mad will 
lie only alne.it 150 miles long and could 
be built by either the Dominion or Pro- 
vincial governments without the least 
dilllculty. It has been neglected too 
long. It should have been contsructed 
several years ago. The development it 
would cause in the northern placer mines 
Of this province alone would justify any 
government to contsrtict it. I do not 
say that a standard gauge railway, or 
a three and a half foot tramway should 
have been built, but an eighteen or 
twenty foot wagon road would enable 
miners and traders to get In all the sup- 
plies they require even now. A good 
pack trail for animals would have been 
better than nothing, and would have as- 
sited greatly in the development, if 
built within the last lew years. The 
hysterical remarks of the Toronto Globe 
as to the people of the eastern prov- 
inces being called upon lo pay live mil- 
lion dollars to construct an till Canadian 
mad to the Yukon is pure nonsense. The 
Dominion government will receive from 
the development of the Yukon enough 
money from the people going (here from 
increased customs and inland revenue, 
licenses and legitimate mining fees to 

r up the treasury for the necessary 

expenses of government and develop- 
ment. If the same unwise mining regu- 
lation!! and expenditures are indulged in 
that the Dominion government have si> 
far formulated and incurred, no doubt 
the money received from the Yukon min- 
ers and the people of Canada will be 
wasted, and even worse may result. 
The mining district of Cassiar was gov- 
erned by the provincial government with 
a gold commissioner and six constables 
and recorders. The history of the 
h'raser river and Cariboo mining excite- 
ments discloses a similar condition of 
management by a handful of officials. 
Sensible laws, wise and judicious ad- 
ministrators are all that is necessary in 
a mining camp; the sound practical sense 
of the majority of miners tench the un- 
ruly element what is beneficial. Let the 
Dominion and Provincial governments 
arise from their past lethargy on the 
question of opening this route to trans- 
portation and whilst they are about it 
build to an ocean port in Kritish Co- 
lumbia. The discussion which lias aris- 
en in parliament on the Alaskan boun- 
dary question, in connection with routes' 
to the Canadian Yukon, has directed at- 
tention to features which have escaped 
the notice of writers upon this subject 
for years. Thirty-two years ago when 
Alaska was a Russian possession I urg- 
ed upon the father of the Toronto Globe, 
the Hon. George Drown, to advocate 
the purchase of that territory by the 
British authorities. If that purchase 
had then been made (and its accomplish- 
ment was an easy matter) all of the 
complications which now exist as to the 
boundaries between Canada and the 
United States in that region would not 
occur, and British Columbia would have 
possession of a most valuable piece of 
real estate. Last summer 1 advocated 
by letter the convening of the ligislaturo 
hi order to provide funds lo open this 
road, and to repeal injurious grants 
made over a portion of the Cassiar dis- 
trict. The assembly is now in session, 
but so far nothing has been done in 
either direction. Is there sufficient pat- 
riotism in that body to rise to the occa- 
sion, assist in developing northern Brit- 
ish Columbia and the Canadian Yukon 
and remove the incubus placed last ses- 
sion upon this virgin territory.

m:.\A TOR MACDONALD'S EXCUSE 

Sinator Mucilomild, of Victoria, sent 
to iho Montreal Witness a letter explain- 
ing his opposition to the Stikine-Teslin 
rtiihvay charier. He gives thirteen rea- 
sons, Only one nf tliem touches the 
merits of the particular bargain. It is 
thai "the land gran I is excessive." This 
is ii ilehateable point The Colonist lias 
not said that the subsidy was nol too 
great; but has admitted Ihis to be a mat- 
ter of opinion and has claimed that, in 
arriving al an opinion as in the advisa- 
bility of giving so large a subsidy, the 
nature of the emergency and the ele- 
menl of risk could properly be taken 
into account. We do not feel called up- 
on (o discuss this point any further. 

The ninth, tenth ami eleventh reasons 
ml vu need by the senator are substantial- 
ly the same, namely that American citi- 
zens in Canada are law-abiding ami that 

ii is idle in speak of their making any 
effort lo take possession of the Yukon. 
We do not think it worth while to dis- 
cus., Iliis point, for il also is a matter of 
opinion. 

This leaves nine reasons lo lie con- 
sidered, ami before Inking thorn up ser- 
iatim we must express our aiaa/.ement 
thai, a senator residing in Victoria has 
seei lit 10 go on record as holding such 
extraordinary views. The lirst and Hie 
twelfth reasons may be considered to- 
gether. They are: 

1st. The access to the proposed railway 
is through United Stales waters, which 
renders our commerce liable at all times 
(.. I lie caprice of a foreign power ami lo 
vexatious restrictions. 

12th, Canada cannot send a policeman 
in uniform to the Yukon by the Stikine 
route without the consent of the United 
Slates. 

We had not supposed that any person 
in Canada, much less a member of the 
senate, and even still less u senator from 
British Columbia, which province is so 
interested in the non-a hridgment of the 
treaty rights of British subjects in the 
navigation of tile lower Stikine, would 
have taken such a position. The bitter- 
est enemy of Victoria, the most narrow 
and adverse construction of the treaty 
never went further against, our rights 
I hau Senator Macdonahl 1ms gone. 
Speaking with all the authority which 
attaches to his position as u life legisla- 
tor of Canada, he declares that the Do- 
minion has no rights in the Stikine, 
which the United States government is 
bound lo respect. lie not simply gives 
away our whole case under the treaties, 
Inif declares that we have no case to 
give away. In short if Senator Mac- 
donaM's view is correct, the rights which 
Sir John Macdonuld insisted should lie 
preserved under the treaty of Washing- 
ton were a pure figment of that states- 
man".'; imagination. 

j'.iit in addition to misstating the rights 
■til Canada to the navigation of the Stik- 
ine. the senator occupies the extraor- 
dinary position of advocating, as we shall 
see later, the St. Michael's mule, where 
Canada has no greater rights than in 
the Stikine, what she has being derived 
I'ri m the same words as secure the right 
to navigate the latter river. If Canada 
cannot send a policeman or a militia- 
man Up the Stikine without the consent 
of the United States, neither can she 
send them up the Yukon, nor can she 

h 1 them across the passes at the head 

of Lynn Canal. In fact Canada is abso- 
lutely blocked out of her own territory, 
and the whole object of the reservation 

iii the treaty of 1825 with llussia and 
Ir.tcr of the treaty of Washington with 
the United Stales, whereby the rights of 
lice navigation of the Yukon and Slik- 
inc was secured, falls to the ground. 

l.'iid. The access to the proposed rail- 
way is through frozen, or rather half 
I'n.y.ell waters, ami at tin- present lime 
there are about six thousand men ami 
tin iisands of tons of merchandise al lite 
mouth of the Stikine which cannot he 
ii rw a rded h.v steamer or sleigh. 

The answer to this reasoi. is that it 
is nol true. I'robnbly the senator be- 
lievid il to be true; bill we have only 
to say thai lie was most wm fully misin- 
formed, and could have Keen at no pains 
lo learn the truth. There never was al 
tinj time during the season such a num- 
ber of men or Ions of merchandize wail- 
ing at the mouth of the Stikine for trans- 
portation up the river. What were there 
Lave gone or been taken up the riyer, 

and il has I i demonstrated beyond 

question that in normal winters a road 
can he maintained up the Stikine on the 

ice, To-day the parlies, which were 

temporarily delayed at the mouth of the 
Stikine by the thaw are well on their 
way to Clenora and very many of them, 
if not all, have arrived there. Al the 
very moment when the senator was in- 
diting the slander of (lie Stikine route, 
thousands of men and hundreds of 
horses were making their way up over 
Hie ice and the advance guard had arriv- 
ed at Clenora.

The Senator here indulges in prophecy.

ine it was not, open for navigation until 
some time in May; but the experience 
of those wlio live on the river hank is 
that navigation opens as a rule between 
April linih and -May 1st, or about the 
same date as the rivers in Eastern Cilll- 

lith. The Yukon river will be open by 
the end of June. There are fully leu or 
twelve ocean steamers ready to carry 
supplies io its mouth and probably there 
will be thirty or forty light draught, 
steamers ready in June to carry supplies 
to Liawson City from the mouth ol the 
Yukon. 

We hardly know how to characterize 
this reason. In the first, place when the 
Sinator states that thirty or forty river 
steamers will be ready to go up the Yu- 
kon in June, he says what we cannot 
h.v any possibility know to he true. If 
the river is open for navigation in June 
it will be the lirst time in many years. 
We do not say that the ice may not be 
out by dune. Il is nol only the freedom 
of the river from ice that makes its nav- 
igation possible. The absence of ice 
from Behring sea, which cannot be 
counted upon with certainty during June, 
must be taken into consideration. Let 
us admit, however, that ocean steamers 
can get to St. .Michael's by the end of 
June and that.' river steamers can start 
up the river by the first of July and 
ip'ete the Senator's seventh reason,

"th. Three months before the railway 
could land a pound of food at, Dawson 
City thousands of tons will he landed 
there by the Yukon.

Moreover the navigation of the Yu- 
kon is as much subject to United States 
interference as is that of the Stikine

A very large number of the people are 
bitterly hostile, not only to the national 
banking system, but. to any system of 
hanks that can be devised. Probably no 
people, in the world have studied finance 
a tithe as milch as have our neighbors. 
The fact that it is one of the most ilifll- 
ciill of all questions, and indeed one up- 
on which definite conclusions are almost 
impossible, has not deterred them from 
ma king it a subject of popular discussion. 
Articles on the nature of money, the re- 
lation of money to prices, the best means 
of providing a circulating medium, in 
fact on every phase of finance, have 
foimed the staple reading of millions of 
voters for years. It. is interesting, if 
nol particularly edifying, to I is ton to 
orators discussing before a mixed au- 
dience matters of finance, which in every 
other country in the world are consider- 
ed suitable only for consideration by n 
very small fraction of t lie community.

THE LIKKKTY OK THE UKESS. 

Yesterday an al tempt was made to 
have proceedings of some nature taken 
against the Colonist for printing the ac- 
count of the case against Miss Wolf, 
who stands charged with the murder of 
Mis. Mnrsden. The magistrate very 
pioperly refused lo pay any regard to the 
application, but -we are not, surprised 
that the effort was made. II is the legi- 
timate outcome of the law as it has been 
recently laid down. It has come to this 
pass in British Columbia that a news- 
paper editor prints the news of the day 
al the peril of [lis life and liberty. We 
have come to that stage when the veriest 
scalawag in all creation can employ any 
shyster lawyer to institute proceedings 
in which the most infamous rascality is 
involved, and if a newspaper lias the 
presumption to ex]x>sc the transaction, 
though every public interest may require 
the exposition, the* editor may lie drag 
god before the court and be fined ami 
imprisoned if any judge may so deter- 
mine. This is not the law of England. 
1 1 is not the law anywhere else in the 
whole realm of Britain. This province 
is the only part of this broad empire 
where the press is muzzled, where news- 
paper* men dare not print the truth, 

where the d s of a prison stand open 

lor the editor who has the hardihood 
lo let the public know what is going on 
from day lo day. In arguing the reciMil 
contempt case Hon. Mr.' Pooley said 
that if the publication of an ex parte 
statement of the facts of a case was lo 

I,.. , strncd to be a contempt of court, 

the First time a criminal was charged 
with an offence ami n newspaper ven- 
tured to publish the evidence in support 
of the charge, application would be made 
for the committal of the editor. lie said 
this ou Saturday. On Monday Mr. .lus- 
tiee Drake ruled against Mr. Pooley's 
contention. On Tuesday the very thing 
rthich Mr. Pooley anticipated was al 
tempted. 

Ill view of the above facts we ask the 
public lor their sympathy and support in 
Inking a stand lor the liberty of the 
pri ss. We ask the newspapers of the 
pri vince lo join wiih ns in an assertion 
of the right ol' free discussion. The mat 
tor is of the gravest possible importance. 
Take till' case of the O.U0011 vs. Wolf, 
in which the attempt mentioned was 
I, aide. II is the boulldeil duty of th" 
Crlonisl as a newspaper lo make some 
observations ill regard to that case. The 
interests of the administration of justice 
demand that such observations shall be 
ir.nde. Yet in making them we arc (on- 
sen us that under the rule which seems 
likely to be icgiuded with favor in the 
Supreme court of this province, we may 
be considered guilty of contempt of 
cturt. The observations which we have 
to ma ke arc as follows; 

II is a gross .scandal Hint the police 
authorities in Ihis city did not see that 
the dying deposition of Mrs. Marsdcn 
was taken. It was the conn, ion talk of 
the streets that she died in consequence 
of injuries Inflicted by Miss Wolf. The 
newspapers knew the whole story. Sev- 
eral days ago we could have told all 
that has been brought otlt in evidence, 
but we knew that the police authorities 
were fully informed on- (he subject and 
believed it best to wait, upon their ac- 
tion. II, has heeil said ill defence of 
their neglect lo lake the dying deposition 
that the deceased expressed no desire lo 
nilike.one; hut. this is a trumpery excuse. 
The, police authorities have very singu- 
lar notions of their duty if they think 



that they have no right to lake such 
stops as will secure the best, possible 
evidence in a case of this nature. Only 
two persons knew what look place. One 
was the deceased, the other is Miss 
Wolf. The deceased made statements 
'which have created such a stron g sus- 
pieioll against Miss Wolf that she has 
been arrested on a charge of murder. The 
law provides that in such cases the dying 
deposition of the injured person may be 
taken. This is intended not. only in or- 
der that, criminals shall not. escape the 
punishment which the law provides, but 
thai innocent, persons shall not remain 
under baseless charges of guilt. Why- 
was not Ibis important step taken in this 
case'.' We await, and \.e think the pub- 
lie will await with us with some impa- 
tience, for an explanation. 

Possibly under the new view of the 
law, which seems to find so much accep- 
tance in British Columbia, this paper 
and every one connected with it are sub- 
ject to all manner of pains and penalties 
la cause of the ohservii tions just. made. 
The step between the position taken by- 
Mr. Justice Drake in the recent con- 
tempt case and that taken by Mr. Walls 
lu fore the police magistrate yesterday 
is very narrow. An arbitrary judge 
may overstep it at any moment. The 
step between the position taken by Mr. 
Walls and the contention that a paper 
may not direct attention to the failure 
to the police authorities, lest such refer- 
ence may possibly prejudice somebody 
against the prisoner, is too short to pre- 
si nl any difficulty lo those who may feel 
disposed to extend the power of the 
court to cover such a case. We were 
toh. by some people a few weeks ago 
that if a public man chose to do a wrong- 
ful act and the matter was a subject of 
litigation, no newspaper could presume 
to discuss it under pain of line and im- 
prisonment. We are told that, the 
courts are so astute to protect them- 

! selves from contempt that they will lay 

I responsibility upon the shoulders of men 

! who are absolutely ignorant, and have no 
means of knowing not only whether a 

I contempt had been committed hut of 
the existence of a suit in respect, to 

[which a contempt could be committed. 

'The astounding doctrine has been laid 
t'own that a man may be constructively 

I guilty of a constructive offence without 
bis knowledge. It follows (hat: he will 
be held responsible even if the alleged 
constructive commission of a construc- 
tive offence has taken place without 

or against, his express directions. He is 
liable for the vagaries of the proof- 
reader, for an oversight in the mechani- 
cal department, and this though he may 
have been on a sick bed or u thousand 
miles away at the time. This may he 
the law of this province, bill we desire 
p, enter our protest against anything 
of the kind. And we beg also lo add 
thai the newspapers of British Collllll- 
1 i: i d,i mil require anv instructions from 
the Bench or liar as to respect due the 
law and its administration.

MEASURING ELECTRICITY. 

Some of the Tricks of Meters the Sub- 
ject of Complaint in San 
Francisco. 

Do you use electricity for light or 
power V It' so you will do well to keep 
close watch on the meter which tells the 
company lmw much to charge you. for it 
is a tricky little instrument and as erra- 
tic as a love-lorn maiden. Left to its 
own devices it will play the most fantas- 
tic tricks with tin- indicator, such as 
registering a less quantity than is actu- 
ally used when only a few burners are 
lighted, while with a large number turn- 
ed on it will register anywhere from It) 
to (1(1 per cent, more than it ought to. 

With such a barefaced little fraud 
plundering consumers unaided, it is easy 
to imagine what it is capable of doing 
with a little friendly assistance. The 
assistance may be any one of a hundred 
inlluences. For instance one pole of a 
strong magnet will greatly decrease its 
speed, but the other pole, if brought in 
close proximity, will start it off at a 
record-breaking gait. An old tile, a 
length of pipe, or ever, a wire left lying 
close to the meter will be the means of 
adding ID or 2l> per cent, to the bill. 

In ihort, the mechanical electric meter 
is so thoroughly disreputable that it 
could not be honest if it tried. This 
statement may sound rather strong, but 
it has the indorsement of no less an 
authority than II. N. Sessions, expert for 
the tins Consumers' Association, who 
savs in the course of an article on the 
Wait tneter in the Journal of Electricity 
ol August, 1897:

The lire wardens condemned the Light- 
house site as not suitable fur the pur- 
poses of a station, and recommended the 
plncing of alarm boxes, one at the corner of 
Htirnsldc mad anil Douglas street, and the 
oilier at the corner of Onrr and Slmcoe 
streets, as also the purchase of MM) feet of 
hose. The report was received and Hied. 
One Item In the fiiianee committee's Htnte- 
nient was objected tn. however, and that 
was the ?ll(l fur a sidewalk tn Oakland*, 
Aid. Maegregor moving that the Item be 
si rue); out. The motion was supported by 
Aids. Humphrey and MeCandless, hut was 
opposed by Aid. Williams, who thought the 
expenditure very small considering that the 
residents of tho street, for whom the side- 
walk was asked, pnld into the city funds 
several hundred dollars per year. 

Aid. Wilson thought that the matter 
should be accompanied by I lie requisition, 
and Aid. Kinsman, replying In Aid. Mnc- 
gregor, somewhat warmly, remarked, "It 
was a ward proposition." Afler consider- 
able discussion the motion tn have the item 
disallowed was carried by a show of six 
hands to two. The other accounts, amount- 
ing to $4,707, were passed. A recommenda- 
tion of the water works commissioner for 
the expenditure of $100 for the "leaning of 
the reservoir, etc., also provoked a lengthy 
discussion, but was finally allowed. 

Tln> by-laws were then taken up and the 
mayor moved that the words "Tile munici- 
pal" be Inserted in the proposed bread 
statute. 

In the discussion of the Sewer Rental 
by-law the council went Into committee of 
the whole, with Aid. Williams in the chair, 
and the first four clauses of the by-law 
were finally passed upon, and arc as fol- 
lows:

KXTKNSIVH T11IKY1M!. 

A Man of .Many Talents and One I'ar- 
ticularly Bad One Arrested. 

J. Ii. Cowley, cx-lecturer and ex-pri- 
vate detective, is a prisoner in the police 
station with several charges of llu-fl 
against him. lie was brought to Ihe city 
from Vancouver by Detective i'erduc 
last night. Cowley eame lo Victoria 
from Seattle over a week ago ami con- 
ducted a systematic steal until last 
Thursday w hen he left the city. While 
the detectives had him under their 
watchful eyes and saw him in posses- 
sion of n couple of articles which they 
he'ievcd lie had stolen, bur. which they 
could linil no positive claimant for. On 
Friday last Cowley arrived in Vancou- 
ver with a large valise full of goods 
stolen in Victoria. He rented a room 
there and was tilling it up with articles 
which lie managed to steal from difTorenl 
merchants, when it telegram from the 
Victoria police put the Vancouver otll- 
eers on his trail and stopped his opera- 
tions. The prisoner seems to have hud 
a particular design on stationery deal- 
ers as nearly all the property found in 
bis possession was of III" class kepi in 
bookstores. When arrested in Vancou- 
vc ' the prisoner pleaded guilty to three 
ibarges of theft and was then handed 
over to Detective i'erduc. 

Among the thefts of which the police 
of this city have connected Cowley are 
those committed recently at the govern- 
ment assay otliee, Ilihhen ei Co.'s and 
Henderson's. Goods missed from all 
these places were found in the valise. 
Some burglar tools and other articles 
were also found. 

Cowley is u young man about 2(1 years 
of age. He moves around on crutches, 
i, lie loot being disabled, which lie says 
was crushed in u railway accident at 
Spokane. After leaving Spokane he 
weiil. to Seattle, where he delivered a scr- 
ies of lectures on Carlyle, Victor Hugo 
and Longfellow. These entertainments 
were not sulliciently patronized and be 
went into the private detective business. 
He claims to have come to Victoria witli 
Ihe object of opening u branch of his 
Seattle olllce. He is an [englishman ami 
loll London about eight mouths ago.

A COUNT OF (J UK AT IXTiCKESTv • 

Judgment (if the Full Court on (he Eli; 
eibility of Barrister Gwillim for 
Admission to Practice, 

Very interesting to all members of the 
legal profession are tin? technical points 
involved in the case of Barister Cwillnu, 
who for some little time has been light- 
ing the issue of whether he is or is not 
legally entitled to practice in this prov- 
ince without first -serving a period as a 
student to complete' lie live-year term re- 
quired by the laws' of this province. It 
will be remembered that .Mr. Justice 
Drake recently issued a mandamus to 
the Law Society, directing that Mr. 
Owillini should be admitted. It. appears 
that certain exceptions in the law were 
overlooked by Mr. Justice Drake, and 
the Full court has handed down a writ- 
ten judgment setting aside the order 
made by the single judge. The reasons 
for the action thus taken upon the Law 
Society's appeal arc .succinctly set forth 
in tho judgment of Mr. Justice Walkcm, 
which is here given: 

1 am unable to agree with th instruc- 
tion placed by the court blow upon sub- 
section ,"p of section :!T of the 'Legal I rofes- 
slonal Act.' The whole section must be 
looked at so as to see what the legislature 
meant by the sub-section. "It Is beyond 
dispute," observes Lord llerschell In ( o - 
Uiiiouu vs. Brooks, 14 Ap. Las., lit o. mill. 
' "that we are entitled, and, Indeed, bourn., 
when construing the terms of any provision 
louud In a statute to consider any other 
parts of lh" act which throw light upon 
the Intention of the legislature, and which 
may serve tn show that tlio particular pro- 
vision ought not to be construed as II 
would be If considered alone and apart 
from the rest of the act.' he Inst tew 
words are singularly nppllcatble to tile pie- 
sent case, for If sub-seetlon 5, which I shal 

ipi hereafter, is considered alone anil 

apart from the other provisions In section 

::t. the Intentl f the legislature a re- 

snecl of the admission to the profession In 
this provision of practitioners of the other 

nrovii s could not bill be misunderstood. 

\ literal construction of an acl has, In 
general, but n prima facie preference. I o 
arrive al the real inclining ll Is always ac- 
cessary to take a bmad general view of int- 
act, so as to gel an exact conception of 
Its aim, scope ami object." .Max. on Sin is. 

"The Legal Professions Acl has no pre-

I mi I acta for which the present one is sin,, 
stltuteil. The object of the legislature, as 
stated In thus,- preambles, was -to regn 
late the admission of persons who shall he 
allowed to practice lu the courts of the col- 
ony as barristers, attorneys, solicitors and 
proctors." (See itev. Laws. No. IT. 7::. SI. 
•ln-Ji; and the preliminary Incorporation, in 
the present act, of the Law Society, Is hut 
a means to the end. The history of an 
enactment may always he referred to in 
accordance with "the general rule which 
Is applicable to the construction of all other 
documents, viz., that the Interpreter should 
so far put himself In the position of those 
whose words he is Interpreting as to li- 
able to see what these words relate to." 
(Maxwell, p. -'S.) 

Thu plaintiff was admitted as an advocate 
in the Northwest Territories afler a three 
rears' studentship, as prescribed there, lie 
was afterwards, and without any further 
probation, admitted In Manitoba as a so- 
licitor, under, as I understand, an excep- 
tional provision, or rule. In force there, ap- 
plicative lo cases such as his. lie was. 
consequently, so admitted viewing Ids ease 
in the most favorable light upon a three- 
years term of servb nly; and I here Is no 

suggestion that he was at that time a 
graduate of any university. Sub-section I 
of section :!7. in effect, lays down a stand- 
ard of iimilltieation for the position of so- 
licitor. With respect to residents of this 
province, a studentship, under a practising 
solicitor, of live years' duration, reducible 
to three In the case of graduates of any 
recognized university of the l ulled King- 
dom or Cnnndn. is, amongst other things, 
required; and with respect to solicitors of 
the L'nlted Kingdom, or any of the superior 
courts of the colonies, or or the provinces 

of Camilla, win me here bir admission, 

a probationary term of six months lias to 
be spent. Other requirements lu encli <>r 
the above cases are mentioned; but It Is 
unnecessary to allude to them as [hey are 
not in question now. 

Then follows sub-section e.g.: "Pro- 
vided, ulso. that any barrister or solicitor 
who shall base his claim for call or admis- 
sion upon Ills having been called or ad- 
mitted, as the case may be, as n barrister 
or solicitor in some place or province where 
barristers or solicitors arc called or admit- 
ted after a term of study or articles less 
than the years icxocpt In tho case of a 
graduate of any recognized university or 
fireat Itrltain or Ireland, or the Dominion 
of Canada), must, before call or admission 
In I his province serve as a stiident-nt-hi w, 
or under articles, for a sufficient time to 
complete the full term of live years." 

Rending the two sub-sections together, It 
seems to in" tbat the legislature lias plain- 
ly said: "Our standard of qualification Is, 
amongst other things, a studentship, In the 
ease of residents here, of live years, reduc- 
ible to three years In the case of university 
graduates, and in the event or any other 
province or place having a similar standard 
of service, Its practitioners will be admitted 
without nnv further service; but should its 
term of service be less Hum live veins 
save as lo milversltv graduates the full 

service of the vnirs shall be ' ipleted 

here." 

In Manitoba, a five years' term of ser- 
vice, such as ours, has been adopted, hut 
by an exceptional rule, as I have said, a 
service of three veins elsewhere, viz., lu 
the Territories, Is recognized there as suf- 
ficient. We are asked lo shut our eves to 
the existence of Tills rule. To do so, one 
w ould have lo 111 si admit that our legisla- 
tion is subject to Hie i trol or Manitoba 

an absurdity on the race ,,r It. chances 
may hereafter be made in Hie legislation of 
that province which, while retaining the 



five years' service in regard, to students, 
may "create wide differences -'in oilier res- 
pects between our present statute niul 
theirs. No one would pretend to say that 
such cnuges would he binding ln-re. 
The appeal must be allowed, but without

Macpherson had charged was perfectly 
impossible and that the person who had 
informed Mr. Macpherson did not speak 
the truth— was in fact 11 Blunderer and a 
coward. Why did that person sneak 
round among the members and not go to 
the government direct 7 

Mr. Williams did nol know anything 
against the efficiency or the office, hut In- 
had heard it said sometimes that hi- 
f 01 motion was hard to gel. 

Mr. Semlin's amendment was then 
put and lost. 

The estimates were put through com- 
mittee and the report will be considered 
a the next sitting. 

The house adjourned at a few minutes 
past, midnight.

REGISTRATION ACT." 

The Registrar-General desires to call the 
attention of the Public to the following 
requirements of the Revised Act:

A BY-LAW. 

The Municipal Council of the Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows: 

The Municipal Council of the City of 
Victoria enacts as follows: 

1. All bread sold or offered for sale in 
the city of Victoria in whatever shape, 
form or fashion, must be in loaves of 
one pound and it half nud three pounds 
avoirdupois weight respectively, and the 
Driii' cliartrcd therefor shall be at a 
rale per pound, and no person shall sell 
or offer for sale any bread except by 
weight. Provided always that for bread 
made hours and over, one ounce light 
weight shall be allowed for every one 
pen ml and a half of bread, but when- 
ever such allowance in weight shall be 
claimed the burden at proof in respect 
to lb" time when the bread in respect of 
which such allowance shall ho claimed, 
was baked, sold or exposed tor sale shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baiter of 
such bread. 

2. Nothing in the last preceding sec- 
tion contained shall bo construed or ex- 
tended io prevent bakers or other per- 
sons from selling currant loaves, bis- 
cuits, buns, rolls, crackers, inulllns, or 
any other fancy cakes commonly made 
in the trade. 

3. Every baker and every vendor of 
bread shall keep scales and weights suit- 
able for the weighing of I, read in a con- 
spicuous place in his shop, and every 
linker and every vendor of bread shall 
weigh the bread sold or offered for sale 
is mines led. 

I. No person shall use any alum or 
oilier deleterious material in making 
bread for sale, and no person shall sell 
or idler for sale any bread containing 
ilium, or any other deleterious material. 

o. It shall be lawful for the Chief of 
Police and Police Constables of the said 
citv and everv one of them, and for the 
.Medical Health Officer anil Sanitary 
Officer and any other person the Mayor 
may appoint, at all reasonable hours' to 
enter into and inspect and examine 
every bakery and baker's shop and other 
building and premises in the city of 
Victoria- when any bread is or shall be 
baked, stored or deposited or offered for 
sale, and to Inspect and examine all 
flour and materials therein intended to 
be used in the making of bread for sale, 
and also to examine all bread found 
therein, and to weigh the same , and al- 
so to examine every vehicle, truck, liar- 
row, and basket in which broad may be 
placed or stored in the said city for the 
purpose of delivery before and after the 
sale thereof, and to examine all bread 
found therein and to weigli the sumo 
and to seize and carry away any bread 
found under weight or any bread made 
contrary to the provisions of this by-law, 
and to prosecute all breaches of this by- 
lay before the Police Magistrate or oth- 
er Justice or Justices of the Peace hold- 
ing Police Court in the said city, 
and on conviction of the offender (in ad- 
dition to any penalty inflicted) all such 
bread as shall be found deficient in 
weight or made contrary to the provis- 
ions of, this by-law shall be seized and 
forfeited to the use of the Corporation 
of the said city in such manner as may 
be directed by the Police Magistrate, 
or other, tho Justice or Justices of the 
['once so convicting, and if any unwhole- 
some Hour or any alum or deleterious 
material intended to he used in the mak- 
ing of bread for sale shall be found in 
any bakery or shop or on the premises 
thereof the Chief of Police or other 
police constable or other person finding 
the same shall take nwny II small sample 
thereof for the purpose of evidence. 

(i. Every person making for sale or 
selling any bread, or having -or of- 
fering any bread for sale, or for delivery 
upon or after sale, or in supply of con- 
tract, or being in possession or in charge 
Of any bread for sale or delivery within 
the said city, or of any bakery or shop 
in the said city, for the making of bread, 
or of any vehicle, truck, barrow, or 
basket for the delivery of bread, before 
or after sale thereof, shall, upo the re- 
quest of the Chief of Police or any 
Police Constable or member of the Po- 
lice Force of the said city, or any other 
pi rson appointed by the .Mayor as afore- 
said, submit to and permit and assist the 
inspection, weighing and examination 
of such broad under this by-law, and 
also the inspection of such vehicle, truck, 
harrow or basket for the delivery of 
bread, nd also such bakery or shop and 
all bread therein, and also nil Hour, meal 
and inn tennis found therein intended to 
he used in the making of bread for sale, 
and for that purpose shall open all ways, 
doors, locks, and fastening in and about 
the same, and about all cupboards, boxes 
and compartments therein, and no such 
person or persons as aforesaid shall, nor 
shall nnj oilier person wbutsoever ill any 
way thwart, refuse, impede, hinder or 
prevent any such inspection, weighing 
and examination of bread, or the inspec- 
tion of any vehicle, truck, barrow or 
basket for the delivery of bread, or any 
bakery or shop or any Hour, meal or oili- 
er materials therein intended to be used 
in the making of bread for sale. 

7. .Section I of the Market By-Law, 
1 SiltJ, is hereby repealed. 

8. This bv-law may be cited as the 
"Bread By-Law, IN'.l.s."

MADE MINKS FOR SI'AIX. 

Story of a Consignment Shipped Many 
Years Ago for Use In Havana 
Harbor. 

London, April 4. — Details have been 
obtained by the Associated Press of the 
manufacture of submarine mines in Lou- 
don for Spain, which was first brought 
to the Uinted States embassy and cabled 
on March 5. A man whose cards des- 
cribe hint as being an electrical engineer 
anil whose name was forwarded at the 
time to Washington, then said he sold 
to the Spanish officers in London sev- 
eral years ago a large number of mines 
eight or ten of which were placed in 
Havana harbor. Incut. Commander .7. 
C. Colwell, the United States naval at- 
tache, has sinci* investigated the mat- 
ter and has made a report on the sub- 
ject to the United States government. 
The facts learned Strongly tend to show 
that Havana harbor was mined and 
they unqestionubly prove that Spain pur- 
chased inli.'S for that purpose. The 
firm of Latimer, Rhodes & Clark, elec- 
trical engineers, during 1887-1888 Idled 
a large order for Spain of a lot of mines 
in which were used fourteen and a half 
tons of gun cotton. The work was done 
under command of General Fernandez 
and Captain Bustameut. The latter was 
then the head of the Spanish turned', 
school. By the order of these officers 
the mines were divided into four con- 
signments, for Havana. Ferrol, Cade/, 
and Carthagonn. The mines were manu- 
factured under the direction of J. I'. 
Gibbons, after the Gibbons patents, 
which are described in Shimon's book on 
torpedoes and mines. Gibbons, from 
whom a reporter of the Associated 
Press obtains the information and who 
furnished Lieut. Commander Colwell 
with n written statement of the above 
facts and outlined his theory of the ex- 
plosion which wrecked the Maine, was 
I hem employed by the linn as superin- 
tendent of the torpedo department. He 
also says a similar lot of the torpedoes 
was manufactured in 188U for Spain. 
The manager of the Westminster En- 
gineering Company which is the succes- 
sor of the aforesaid linn and with which 
Gibbons is connected, con linns the hit- 
ter's statement as to the manufacture of 
mines for Spain. Gibbons, who is a 
former sergeant of Engineers and a gov- 
ernment inspector of torpedoes, believes 
the Maine's first explosion was caused by 
what is technically called a ground mine 
containing five hundred pounds of gun- 
cMtton. several of which were manufac- 
tured for Spain, 

CHOW'S NEST GRIEVANCES. 

Judge Hugos, chairman of the Royal 
Commission appointed to Investigate the 
alleged grievances of the laborers on the 
line of the Crow's Nest Pass railway now 
being built, and especially their treatment 
by contractors and Btib-contractors has re- 
turned to .Montreal. The commission, 
which also includes Frank I'edley and John 
Appleton, lias already examined 100 wit- 
nesses and taken 132 depositions. Addit- 
ional witnesses, nearly all returned labor- 
ers, will be examined at Ottawa and Hull. 
The commission will hold Its linal Bitting 
al Montreal for the same purpose, before 
submitting a report to the Dominion gov- 
ernment. After visiting Winnipeg and Cal- 
gurv the taking of evidence was begun at 

Fort Mid d. The Interests of the C.l'.R., 

the various contractors, and M. .1. Hnney, 
suporlntonilenl at construction, were 
looked after by John It. Costlgan, barris- 
ter at Fort Mel. cod. He intended all the 
sittings. Judge Ullgas found everything 
along the line In u state of flux— men were 
coming and men were going. The (list 
news of the gold flnd In the Klondike led 
to many desertion*, but the laborers who 
quit work In recent months do so volun- 
tarily. The majority are Canadians, but 
Swedes and Italians were found to be well 
represented. A solitary American laborer 
was encountered, thus indicating that Ca- 
nadian labor Is building the road. At pres- 
ent there Is, if anything, says Judge 
Dugas, a scarcity of laborers on the works. 
The number on the pay roll a few weeks 
ago was 3,400. This contrasts unfavorably 
with the figures for last autumn, when be- 
tween 5,000 and 0,000 were employed at 
one time. The wages were $1.50 per day 
and $1 per week for board up to Februarv 
1st, when wages were increased to $1.75 
per day. and board J?.", per week. Along 
the British Columbia section liquor Vas be- 
ginning to reach the camps, owing to the 
Issue of provincial licenses. The commis- 
sioners had to rough it. They slept In 
shanties, and flat cars. After leaving the 
rails at IMllcher Creek, the route over the 
Crow's Nest, and through the Rockies was 
made In sleighs. The places visited Includ- 
ed ICddy's Camp, Crow's Nest, Hull Head.

Plantations Utterly Devastated and 
Shipping Sent Ashore or 
to the Bottom. 



Fortunately Few Lives Are .Sacri- 
ficed -Hawaii Experiences a 
Sietre of Flood. 



Tin' French steamer St. Louis, which was 
in Noumea during the recent hurricanes, 
arrived in Newcastle two days prior to the 
departure of the Mlowcru from Sydney for 
tills port, and her officers were able to give 
a graphic description of the severity of the 
visitation ami theoxtenslvc damages result- 
ing. The flrst Indication of the ap- 
proach of unusual climatic condi- 
tion was the rapidity with which the 
barometer fell. 

The llrst hurricane was met with at six 
o'clock on the evening of tbe 22nd ult. 
and continued until three o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning. There was then a period 
of delightful weather, but at ten o'clock 
on the night of the 23rd a very serious 
cyclone passed over the Islands, the storm 
raging with unabated fury until live o'clock 
the following morning. The height of the 
hurricane was encountered between 2 a.m. 
and II a.m., the damages caused during this 
one hour being of a very extensive nature. 

According to the statement of Chief Of- 
ficer Fehre, the gale raged from two dis- 
tinct (ir.nrlers— southwest and northwest- 
anil milting in Noumea, carried everything 
before It. The hospital and other public 
buildings Buffered severe damages. Scores 
of houses were unroofed and otherwise In- 
lured; whole plantations were swept away 
by Hood; and considerable Injury resulted 
to the shipping of the port, seven ships in 
all going ashore, although the bark Profes- 
sor and the ship Falls of Carry alone 
proved total losses. 

No fittulity attended any of the maritime 
mishaps although in the valleys and Huts 
fourteen men, two women and four chil- 
dren perished. 

The rivers were high In Hood and the 
bridges swept away In all parts of the col- 
ony within twenty-four hours, and the cof- 
fee crop utterly ruined. The trading 
steamer Flado from Sydney, owned by 
Jouvc & Co., was In a position to encoun- 
ter the full force of the tempest, and as 
she was still reported missing when the 
Mlowcru sailed, the supposition was that 
she hud gone down with her entire crew 
and eight passengers. 

In order to secure temporary relief for 
the destitute settlers, it public subscription 
was immediately opened ut Noumea, n s- 
ponses being general and generous; while 
the Governor cabled to France asking the 
home government for a grant of £D,UOU 
for the prosecution of permanent relief 
works. 

The cyclone hud a most remark ible effect 
on the water. For several days heavy, 
rolling sens were expericnccil, rind the ut- 
most caution hud to be exercised to pro- 
tect shipping. Strong winds from liiOerent 
quarters but principally from the hii'jiu- 
west. continued /or several days after the 
cyclone. Heavy rains fell throughout and 
the weather was unsettled during thevutir? 
time the St. Louis was In Noumea. 

The damages enus>.'d by the Moods cannot 
be estimated. In many portions of New 
Caledonia large eoll'ee plantations have 
been entirely swept ttwuy, and havoc bus 
been played with agricultural pursuits gen- 
erally. The town of Noumea Itself was 
for a time about three feet uikI-t water, 
but the Hoods wen; rubious in other por- 
tions of the islands. 

Speaking of the shinning disasters at 
Noumea during the eveione, the officers 
said that the St. Louis was i nchoie I in 
close proximity to the dttlo "unhout Loy- 
alty and the French man-of-war Thetis 
In the bay of Moselle. The Loyi'.lty sunk 
rapidly at her moorings, and the crew 
managed to swim listen e, n dlstnuci if 
perhaps five hundred yard 4. The sens were 
heavy, but all hands succeeded In reach- 
ing hind. The steamer Neobllc, with two 
pilot boats, went ashore on the Island of 
Noe, ninl nil were high anil dry wnen the 
St. Louis left. 4 

Much the heaviest rainstorm and conse- 
quent Hood that Hawaii has ever witnessed 
occurred on the 24th of March, fortunately 
being attended with u loss of only two 
lives— a white sailor and a Japanese— al- 
though narrow escapes and thrilling ad- 
ventures were too numerous for chronicl- 
ing. The rain had fallen m sheets for 
sixty successive hours, and soon the 
Nunanu river and Pauoa creek, Howlng 
through the city anil Joining, were over 
their banks, and creating consternation 
among the people living within reu ;h of the 
spreading Waters. 

Hundreds living In small houses mi the 
tints near by were driven from theli 
homes, some wading :ind otl»T3 being res- 
cued by the police boats. Ph" pDpeilJ" 
lost may not foot up heavily m dollars, but 
will mean utter ruin to many. It was 
feared that all the city brLlges over the 
Nunanu would go out, but with the ex- 
ception of one near the St. Lu is ,-. In-ge, 
they stood their stltions, although slightly 

weaki 1. It seems probabb; from the 

magnitude of tin. itooil that a cloudburst 
occurred lu the mountains. The ivuler 

soon n ded. leaving :i deposit of slimy 

mud where It boil hi-eil.

A FAMOUS SKA-FIGHT . 

The Engagement lietween Chilean and 
Peruvian Ironclads. 

In the April Century, Claude II. Wet- 
more has an article on "A Famous Sea- 
Fight," describing the engagement be- 
tween Chilean and Peruvian Ironclads off 
tbe const of Bolivia In 18(0. Mr. \\ et- 

From the llrst of tbe battle the eneoung- 
Ing voice of Grail bad come to the men In 
the turret through the speaking tube from 
the connlng-tower; but when the Blanco 
crowded Into the thick of it, and great shot 
struck the Huuscar's sides as regularly as 
blows of a batterlng-rani, the orders ol the 
commander were no longer heard. The of- 
ficer In charge of the turret culled to his 
superior. There was no answer, anil 
when Commander Ellas Aguerre run up the 
narrow little ladder that led to the tower, 
hi' stumbled over the (lend body ol his ad- 
miral. A shell bad struck the connlng- 
tower, and bad taken off Gran s head as 
neatly as If the decapitation had been by 
the guillotine. This shell also killed Llcu- 
tennnt Ferre, the Admiral's aid. i here 
was only time to push the corpses aside, 
and the new commanding officer pulled 
back the tube-Hap to give bis directions; 
but us ho did so the Huuscar staggered, 
keeled over, then shook In every plate, 
wblle a concussion more terrific than any 
so far told that a shell had entered the tur- 
ret and bad burst there. When the fumes 
had cleared away so that a person could 
speak, a midshipman culled out that one 
of the great guns bad been dismounted, 
and t weiit v men killed. The survivors 
tumbled the bodies through the hatch that 
opened Into the deck below, thus releasing 
the clogged machinery; and as the corpses 
rattled down other men rushed up, throw- 
lug oil' their clothes as they Jumped Into 
the pools of blood to seize bold of the gear 
and swing the remaining gun into position, 
that It might train upon one of the ships 
— thev could no longer make out which, 
nor did they cure— and II was discharged, 
hauled In, and discharged again. 

Once more all was silent In the eonnhig- 
tower. Lieutenant Pnluclos hastened there 
but before he could enter he was compelled 
to push three bodies out of the way. He 
hud barely given his flrst comiuuml i, ben 
a bullet 'from the well-aimed rltie of a 
marine In an enemy's top lodged between 
his eyes. Then the fourth to command the 
Hnascar that day, Lieutenant Pedro Gure- 
zon, took the place, and as he did so lie 
called through an aperture, telling the 
quartermaster to put the helm to port; for 
he bad determined to rani one of the ad- 
versaries, and sink with her If necessary. 
Over and over slum the wheel, but the 
Huascar's head still pointed between the 
Chileans. 

"Port I Port, I say!" screamed tbe com- 
mander. 

"She won't answer." came back the sul- 
len reply from the only one of four iiunr- 
treinasters alive; the bodies of the oil 
were lying upon the grating at bis feet 

"A shot has carried away the starboard 
steering-gear, sir," reported the ensign 
and he dropped dead as the words left hi 
mouth. 

The Hnascar now lay drifting In n hell of 
shot and llaine, bat all the wblle the red 
white, and red fluttered from the peak. 
One by one, lu twos and In threes, tbe men 
In (he turret dropped at their posts: and 
at lust the remaining great gun was silent 
Its tackle literally choked with dead, The 
turret could not be turned for tbe sunn 
reason. Corpses hung over the military 
top; corpses clogged the connlng-tower. 

With coats and waistcoats off, the sur- 
geons bad I n laboring In the ward-room 

upon the wounded, who, shrieking in their 
agony, had been tumbled down the com- 

panlouway like s ueh butchered beef; 

for there was no time to use stretchers in- 
to carry a stricken comrade to a doctor's 
care Steam and smoke Altered through 
the doorways, and the apartment became 
stilling. While they were sawing, ampu- 
tating and bandaging, a shell tore into the 
ward-room, burst, and fragments wounded 
the assistant surgeons, the chief of the 
medical staff having been killed earlier In 
the conflict. Those unfortunates who were 
stretched upon tbe table walling their turn 
under the knife, and those who lay upon 

the II •, suffered no more pain; thev wen 

killed as they lay groaning. This shell ton 
away ward-room and stern cabin, and hard 
ly a trace was left of the bulkhead. Aftei 
that what little surgery was done was per 
formed lu the coal bunkers. 

Huddled lu a passageway near the en 
gine room were a score or more of non-com 
batants— stewards, pantrymen and stokers 
They were In a place that was lighted onh 
as Hushes came from the guns; It wus filled 
with powder smoke, and clouds of steam 
that drifted from below told that the Huns- 
cur had been struck In a vital spot— her 
machinery. Suddenly they heard u crush, 
followed by the rending of the deck, anil 
the little Ironclad swayed us If she hud 
struck a reef. Some one passed the word 
that the mulntopniust bad been shot awuv. 
As It came down it brought living men to 
be dashed to death, also corpses that hud 

1 u hanging over the sides of the military 

top. 



ONE WAY OF POSTING A LETTER 

The island of St. Kildn is often visited 
by tourist steamers in the summer, but 
its regular mail communication with tin 
mainland, some 150 miles distant, is con 
lined to the annual visits of the steamer 
which brings the factor and Ids stores, 
says Household Words. But if at other 
times the inhabitants desire to communi- 
cate with Great Britain, they employ 
the following curious device. A mail 
cuts the rough model of n boat from n 
billet of wood, hollows it partly out, 
places in the hollow a tin or small bottle 
containing a letter, nail's on a deck, and 
when the wind is blowing toward the 
mainland, launches the tiny crnft. hav- 
ing firs! connected it with a bladder, 
which drives along before the wind and 
acts as a tug to Hie little mililboat. Hut 
the set of tlie Gulf Stream frequently 
drives this curious craft out of its 
course, and as often as not it reaches the 
Shetland Isles or the roast of Norway,
